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REPORT OF THE COUNTY COMMISSIONERS. 





In conformity with the laws of the State, the County 
Commissioners of Hillsborough County herewith submit 
the following report of the expenditures of the County 
over which they have any control, for the year ending Dec. 
ol, 1872. 

The number of inmates supported at the County Alms- 
house at Wilton, for the past year, is 254. Average weekly 
number, 118. Of this number, 35 are insane or partially 
so, L7 idiotic, i4 aged from 70 to 90, 14 between 60 and 
70, and 31 under 20. But few of the inmates are oe tu 
render much productive labor for the institution, but de- 
mand constant care and attention from others, on account 
of their age and infirmities. ‘Three adults eG been sent 
to their homes in Kurope. Five children have been taken 
by the Children’s Mission Society at Boston, and homes 
have been found for five-very young children who were 
abandoned by their parents. Arrangements have been 
made with the selectmen of several towns for the partial 
support of quite a number who do not wish to be supported 
at the County Farm. Assistance has been rendered in this 
way to 42 persons, at an expense to the County of from 50 
cents to $1.25 per week. 

The sanitary condition of the inmates has been remark- 
ably good, as will be seen by the report of the attending 

_ physician, Dr. J: Fleeman, who has kindly cared for the 
wants of the sick. Eleven deaths have occurred during 
the year, and but very little sickness, which is attributed in 
part to the healthy location of the farm, cleanliness of the 
inmates, thorough ventilation of the buildings, and change 
of diet. 

The farm has been well cultivated, and yielded satisfac- 
tory crops, with the exception of potatoes, which is less by 
seven hundred and six bushels than last year. 
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Since the purchase of the farm by the County, more than 
thirty-five cows have been annually kept for the purpose of. 
raising milk for the market. After due consideration we 
became satisfied that the selling of milk was not a profit- 
able arrangement for the County. As it was necessary to 
purchase large quantities of grain, with the cost of trans- 
porting the same from the depot, nearly five miles to the 
farm, expense of sending the milk to market, the low price 
obtained for the same, especially in the summer season, 
leaves no margin for a profit. Since the first day of last 
April, all of the milk and butter has been used at the Alms- 
house, which has proved very beneficial to the general 
health and happiness of the inmates. 


REPAIRS. 


The Almshouse and building for the insane, have been 
painted at an expense of $372.10, tin eave troughs and 
conductors placed upon the same, costing $120. The build- 
ing for the insane has been thoroughly ventilated, yard, 
portico and new vaults added at a cost of $382.52. 

The lead water-pipe has been in constant use for many 
years, and become very much worn, so much so that it was 
very expensive to keep it in repair, especially in the winter 
season, and it was found quite too small to furnish a sufficient 
quantity of water for the use of the institution. It has been 
replaced with 1350 feet of two-inch wrought-iron enameled 
pipe, at an expense of $599.26, making the total expendi- 
ture for repairs, $1,473.88, which is char ged in the general 
expense of the year for supporting paupers at the County 
farm, instead of adding the same to the cost of the farm 
as heretofore. 

Religious exercises are held once a month by Rey. Mr. 
Fletcher, who has taken a great interest in the spiritual wel- 
fare of the inmates. Also religious services are held at all 
funerals. For the valuable services rendered, we tender to 
Mr. Fletcher our kindest acknowledgements. 

Especial care is taken that the children attend school and 
are furnished with suitable instruction. An extra amount 
of money has been appropriated for that purpose during 
the year. Arrangements are now being made to establish 
a school at the farm. A teacher will be employed who will 
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have the whole charge of the children of the institution. 
There is at the farm quite a number of children who desire 
good homes. The Commissioners would be pleased to make 
arrangements with suitable persons that these unfortunate 
little ones may be kindly cared for, that they may have an 
opportunity to become useful members of society. 

For the past eleven years Mr. G. G. Bumpus as Super- 
intendent, and Mrs. Bumpus as matron of the institution, 
have faithfully and efficiently performed their duties to the 
many that have been placed under their charge. We ac- 
knowledge to them our gratitude for the humane treatment 
and tender care which has always been given to the poor 
and unfortunate who are obliged to make their home at 
this institution. We cheerfully accord our thanks to the 
assistants for their faithfulness in the discharge of their 
various duties. 


REFORM SCHOOL. 


Forty-nine are supported at the Reform School at a cost 
of $35,208.95, which is an increase over last year of four- 
teen in number, and in cost $629.71. 


NEW HAMPSHIRE ASYLUM. 


Six have been supported at the Asylum at an expense of 
$695.62. All have been removed except John Dailey, who 
is now there. 

Ten thousand dollars of the County Bonds will become 
due during the year. It will be necessary to make some 
arrangement for the payment of the same. 

An examination of the Treasurer’s report will show an 
increase of the County debt of $11,514.84. 

This increase is accounted for, in part, as follows:

PHYSICIAN’S REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY: — 


Gentlemen :—I have the honor to present to you my first 
annual report of the sanitary condition of the county alins- 
house. 

The whole number of persons provided for during the 
past year has been two hundred fifty-four. Most of them, . 
as usual in such institutions, were those who have been 
rendered unable to support themselves, by reasen of mis- 
fortune, sickness and insanity, vice and intemperance. 

The general health of the inmates, under the above cir- 
cumstances, has been good. No particular disease has 
invaded the institution. The exemptness from it, no doubt, 
in a great measure, is attributed to the cleanliness, good 
care and attention of the Matron and Superintendent of 
the institution, to whom I am under much obligation for 
their kindness and untiring attention to the sick inmates of 
the institution under my charge. 

I would commend to the commissioners much praise for 
their ingenuity and wise manner in which they have caused 
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the ventilation of the apartments of the insane building. 
It has attributed much to the comfort and health of the 
inmates. 

The number of deaths during the year has been eleven 
(see table shown) ; mostly from old age and incurable dis- 
eases under which they were afflicted when brought to the 
institution—one of them hopeless insanity. 

There have been two births during the year.

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CHAPLAIN’S REPORT. 


To THE COMMISSIONERS OF HILLSBOROUGH COUNTY. 


Gentlemen: Ihave the honor to submit the following 
report of the religious services at the county home during 
the past year: 

A sermon has been preached on the evening of the third 

Sabbath day of each month, excepting the month of Au- 
gust, when it was omitted on account of my absence from 
town. Rey. I. 8S. Lincoln has very kindly preached occa- 
sionally on other Sabbaths. The scriptures have been read 
and prayer offered on the occasicns of burial of the dead, 
in the presence of the inmates, the officers and assistants 
so far as possible attending, and manifesting their interest 
in these services for the moral and religious benefit of 
_ those who there find a home. 
Services other than the stated preaching services, have 
- not been attempted. On account of the distance of the 
home from the church it is quite impossible for me to de- 
vote more time to the wants of the institution, and owing 
to the small amount of help employed, they cannot, with- 
out making the Sabbath a day of hardest labor, support a 
Sunday School. The suggestions of my report of last year 
concerning a library, to which you gave your approval, have 
not met with the success they seemed to deserve, and 
which we think they would, could we sustain at the alms- 
house a continuous school, meeting every Sabbath. In 
looking over the past five years of my connection with this 
institution, and comparing it with others which I have 
taken pains to visit, I can make but one suggestion for the 
moral and religious improvement of the children. It would 
be of great advantage to have a teacher permanently em- 
ployed, who should have charge of the education of the 
children during the week, and gather them for religious 
instruction on Sunday. 

I am happy again to bear testimony to the helpfulness 
and constant interest of the officers and help in this im- 
portant part of the care of the poor, their religious and 
moral cousolation and improvement; and although it some- 
times seems to be unthankfully received, they, with us all, 
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must look for our choicest reward in the consciousness of 
_having tried to imitate and follow our blessed Master.
